While it may be difficult for 
the casual reader to coincide with 


our British cousins nn _ their 
deductions, still if they want to 


have it that way for the mora) 
effect on the people of that coun- 
try they are welcome to do so, 
so far as we in America are con- 
cerned. But just the same there 
will always be a feeling in the 
minds of the neutral nations of 
the world that in the battle, 
which was unquestionably the 
greatest in the history of the 
world, the British were badly 
shipped. Certaintly they lost 
many more ships than the Ger- 
mans and the loss of men was 
correspondingly great. 

However, newspaper talk does 
not make war_victories, though 
many of the scraps in the present 
European war are being settled 
in that manner by the war offices 
of the several governments in- 
volved. In fact it is a very com- 
mon occurrance for both sides to 
claim a victory in battles where 
there are no outsiders to give an 
impartial version of the struggle. 

Whatever may be said by the 
British it is certain that the Ger- 
man fleet by it sally into the 
North sea inflicted great damage 
on their adversaries with little 
loss to themselves and if this does 
not constitute a victory then we 
do not know what to eall ‘it. 


ECONOMIZING TIME 


Cleveland rises to remark that 
Germany, Holland and England, 
in turning the hands of the clock 
ahead for an hour, are behind the 
times. Cleveland did that two 
years ago. 

Cleveland, however, made the 
change to last the whole year 
‘round instead of only for the 
summer months. And it did so 
by a very simple device. Its 
“standard time’’ had been the 
“‘eentral’?’ used by railroads 
throughout the middle west. The 
city decided to adopt ‘‘eastern 
time,’’ which is one hour faster. 
The eity council passed an ordin- 
ance to that effect, and then one 
night when Cleveland citizens 


wound up their clocks they put}. 


them ahead one hour—and that 
was all there was to it. 

As a result, they found they 
were getting home from office. 
store and shop while the sun was 
still shining and had an hour or 
two left for daylight recreation. 
There was a big gain in outdoor 
sports and gardening. Ball games 
were over earlier. Evening papers 
eameé out earlier, aid they .could 
be read by daylight. Less money 
was spent by illumination. Health 
improved, and the people felt that 
‘they had more leisure. *
